Salable Product 


New York (AP)—Like peanuts, 
salt now may be roasted for com­ 
mercial reasons. 
Fifteen minutes* roasting drives 
out gas pockets too small to be se#n 
with a microscope, but not too tiny 
to give a musty smell. 
The new process opens another 
source of American salt supply in 
the brines of arid portions of the 
west where the musty odor has 
handicapped commercial use of the 
salt made from brine. 
The success of the roasting proc­ 
ess is reported to the American 
chemical society by T. B. Brighton 
of the University of Utah and Carl 
M. Dice of the U . S.
